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£500,000 costs claim 
over Merchant plans 


TWO councils want to 
make sure taxpayers do 
not face a bill of up to 
£500,000 for the fight 
against plans for a new 
town. 

An independent planning 
inquiry into Multiplex 
Stannifer’s proposed Mere- 
ham development closed on 
Tuesday 

Now Cambridgeshire County 
Council and East Cambridgeshire 
District Council intend to lodge a 
claim for costs against the 
company 

The councils are angry that 
Multiplex, which wants to build 
5,100 homes on the A10 near 
Stretham, sparked the three-month 
inquiry by appealing against the 
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district council’s decision to refuse 
the scheme. 

Coun Bill Hunt, a district and 
county councillor who has led the 
campaign against the plans, fears 
the councils may have to pay as 
much as £500,000. 

He said: “There is a danger that 
we win the case but do not get the 
costs. It is quite possible that this 
ridiculous application could put in 
jeopardy facilities we are planning 
to bring in in the future.” 

Planning inspector Richard 
Ogier, who will rule on the award 
of costs, closed the inquiry after 
hearing from both sides at the 
Arkenstall Centre in Haddenham. 

Hazel Blears, the Secretary of 
State for Communities and Local 
Government, will make the final 


decision in the summer after 
considering a report from Mr 
Ogier. 

A spokesman for Multiplex, 
which values the rural Mereham 
site at around £250 million, said: 
“There is an immediate and press¬ 
ing shortage of housing in the 
Cambridge sub-region. We believe 
that the Mereham proposal will 
bring substantial benefits for the 
people of Cambridgeshire.” 

Simon Bird, representing the 
two councils, closed his case by 
arguing that Mereham is not 
needed to meet local housing 
targets and would cause extra 
congestion on the A10. 

He told Mr Ogier: “It will be 
obvious from all of the evidence 
that you have heard during the 
inquiry that existing services, 
facilities and infrastructure within 
the locality are under stress. 

“They should not be expected to 


bow under the pressure of the 
appellant’s opportunistic and 
unjustified scheme, nor should the 
local communities have been 
subjected to the stress and cost of 
resisting those proposals. 

“The Mereham proposal is 
misconceived and should never 
have been pursued.” 

Dr Alan James, a local resident, 
praised members of the public 
who have fought the plans. 

He told the inquiry: “We have 
had a huge amount of local 
opposition - 75 speakers, 85 letters 
of objection to the A10 widening 
and a 7,846-signature petition.” 

The Mereham protesters also 
intend to lodge their own claim for 
£10,000 costs against Multiplex. 

They believe the company 
should foot the bill for the money 
members of the public have paid 
out in travelling to the inquiry and 
missing days at work.

Remembering Ely’s role 
caring for Jewish boys 


ELY’S past as a safe 
haven for Jewish 
children fleeing the 
horrors of the Second 
World War is to be 
commemorated. 

The Ely Jewish Boys’ 
Home was set up in 1939 to 
shelter 70 youngsters evac¬ 
uated from the East End of 
London and continental 
Europe. 

Now the City of Ely 
Perspective hopes to mount 
commemorative plaques at 
the site of the home, which 
was demolished to make 
way for St Mary’s Surgery, 
and the boys’ school, Here- 
ward House in The King’s 
School. 

The plaques will re¬ 
member people like Agnes 
Hinton Knowles, the wife of 
the then vicar of St Mary’s 
Church, who played a key 
role in caring for boys often 
traumatised by Nazi persec¬ 
ution. 

Some of them had come 
to Britain from Germany, 
Czechoslovakia and Poland 
through the “Kinder- 
transport” rescue operation 
prior to the outbreak of 
war. Many had lost their 
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parents, and one boy had 
seen his father shoot 
himself. 

Mike Rouse, a member of 
East Cambridgeshire Dist¬ 
rict Council who has 
researched the history of 
Ely’s Jewish refugees, said: 
“It is a story of human 
nature at its best, of how 
people in that time 
responded to a crisis. 

“That an isolated comm¬ 
unity opened its hearts and 
doors to these poor chil¬ 
dren is a remarkable story.” 

Coun Rouse believes the 
plaques, commemorating a 
range of events in Ely’s 
history, will help tourists 
and new residents alike. 

The Jews’ Free School 
(now known as the JFS) 
relocated to Ely from its 
home in East London on 
September 1, 1939, bringing 
hundreds of Jewish boys to 
a close-knit Fen community 
for the duration of the war. 

After chaotic scenes at 
Ely station, Mrs Hinton 
Knowles helped requisition 
a large empty house at 37 St 
Mary’s Street for a hostel. 


The local Mothers’ Union 
chipped in with supplies, 
while the mayor arranged 
for water and electricity to 
be connected. 

The Hinton Knowles 
family were soon cooking 
for the boys - and 
struggling to find kosher 
food in Ely. 

A remarkable autograph 
book given to Mrs Hinton 
Knowles in thanks by the 
boys was recently donated 
to a church in South Africa 
by her daughter, Tish 
Knowles. 

Dr Enoch Bernstein, 
headteacher of the Jews’ 
Free School, wrote to Mrs 
Hinton Knowles: “To the 
homeless you have given a 
home, to those pursued by 
hate you have brought love 
and to lives darkened by 
sorrow you have brought 
joy.”

The Mepal Molly Men performed 
their annual “fertility dance” for 
Plough Monday to encourage 
crops to grow in the new year. 
Among those who enjoyed the 
traditional Fen spectacle were 
dozens of children from primary 
schools in the villages of Sutton, 
Haddenham and Mepal. 

People in Ely and Wilburton also 


turned out in force to cheer on 
the group as it danced around 
village greens across 
Cambridgeshire. 

The rite was originally performed 
by ploughboys, who often had 
no work in the early weeks of 
January because the ground 
was frozen and danced for 
money instead. 

Dance organiser Michael 
Czarnobaj said: “They didn’t 
want people to know who they 


were as they were relying on 
other people’s charity, so they 
blacked up. 

“The last proper dance was in 
1938, but the Molly Men brought 
it back a few years ago and it’s 
proved to be a great fun event. 

“I drew the short straw and had 
to dress as a woman for part of 
the fertility ritual. I was quite a 
sight as I was wearing a dress 
and full make-up, but it’s all part 
of the fun.”

rural and farming 
communities.

MEMBERS of a swimming club swam 
a remarkable relay race. 

Around 60 members and supporters 
of Ely Swimming Club swam the 
equivalent distance of a crossing of the 
English Channel in just under two 
hours. 

The 21-mile event involved four relay 
teams aged from seven to 70. Swimmers 
had to average 25 metres in just 20 
seconds. 

Chris Howard, club chairman, said: 
“This was by far our biggest challenge 
yet. All year our swimmers have 
trained hard and achieved consistently 
improved times, but this sustained 
sprint format was something new for 
us. 

“Every single participant gave it 
their all, the team spirit was quite 
astonishing -1 was very proud of every 
single swimmer.

PLANS for an “out-of- 
town” budget super¬ 
market are set to be 
revived amid contro¬ 
versy over their impact 
on a city centre. 

East Cambridgeshire Dis¬ 
trict Council attracted fierce 
criticism from some Ely 
residents after turning down 
a planning application for a 
Lidl store on Angel Drove. 

Now the German company 
is on the verge of submitting 
a second planning 
application for the same site, 
addressing concerns over 
the appearance of the store 
and its effect on shops in Ely 
city centre. 

The council, which is 
currently drawing up a 
masterplan for Ely’s growth 
over the next 20 years, said 
the store would be an out-of- 
town development with no 
benefit for the city centre - 
and some shopkeepers 
agree. 

But many Ely residents 
believe Lidl would offer a 
cheaper choice and provide 
competition for dominant 
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Tesco, which also has a store 
on Angel Drove. 

Denis Whitehouse, 32, of 
North Street, Burwell, rang 
the Weekly News to offer his 
support, saying: “It makes 
my blood boil when I see 
Lidl advertising tempting 
offers and we have not got 
one because of what David 
Archer (the council’s 
executive director of 
development) thinks. 

“I can see both sides of the 
argument, but you would not 
allow any large out-of-town 
stores if you really wanted 
to help small shops in the 
city centre.” 

Eddie Holden, of Ely Road, 
Little Downham, contacted 
us, saying: “It’s badly needed 
and it’s in the right place, 
dead opposite Tesco. 

“The council have given 
the go-ahead for a big 
complex just up the road 
from Tesco’s, so the traffic 
argument is out as they 
themselves are creating 


more traffic. 

“As for out-of-town 
shopping killing off the 
shops in the centre, that’s a 
load of rubbish. I bet over 
the years Tesco has brought 
more people into Ely than 
any other shop. 

“And how is it that there’s 
more shops in Ely now than 
in the 1950s? Superstores 
don’t kill small shops - they 
make more shops. 

“Our councillors don’t like 
change. But it’s change or 
die. 

“Councillors should get 
their fingers out and give the 
public what they want.” 

Robert Beaumont, a deve¬ 
lopment executive at Lidl, 
expects the second 
application to be submitted 
to the council by the end of 
this week. 

Mr Beaumont added that 
the second application 
would address the concerns 
the council raised in 
rejecting the first. 

He said: “One of the issues 
was landscaping and the 
boundary treatment. The 
second was the impact on 


the town centre. Our 
consultants are doing 
further work to justify that.” 

The car-friendly Angel 
Drove site, opposite Tesco, is 
about a mile from Ely’s city 
centre.

Will Burton, a member of 
the City of Ely Council and 
the City of Ely Perspective, 
has said he fears the plans 
could “kill off” small shops 
in the city centre. 

Coun Philip Read, 
chairman of the district 
council’s planning com¬ 
mittee, said: “Personally, not 
speaking for the council, I 
have got no objection to Lidl 
or anyone else going on a 
site that is correct for them 
and meets the various 
requirements.” 

The district council was 
attacked by some for 
refusing the first application 
under “delegated powers”, 
meaning the decision was 
made by council officers 
rather than voted on by 
planning committee 
councillors.

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New chief 
is ‘right 
man for 
the job’ 

MARK Lloyd has been welcomed as 
the new chief executive of 
Cambridgeshire County Council - 
despite his appointment being 
dogged by controversy. 

He could have taken legal action 
against the authority after his initial 
appointment was bungled by former 
leader Shona Johnstone. She 
phoned him the day after he was 
offered the job last October to 
express concerns about her ability to 
work with him. 

As a result of the phone call he 
withdrew his application for the job. 
News of the development caused a 
furore in the council, leading to Coun 
Johnstone’s resignation as leader, 
together with Coun Alan Melton, 
who chaired the appointments 
committee. 

The committee met again and re¬ 
offered the job to Mr Lloyd. 

Now Mr Lloyd, chief executive of 
Durham County Council since 2005, 
has decided he will take the job after 
all. 

When his initial appointment fell 
through, he was backed by Durham 
County Council leader Albert 
Nugent, who said: “Cam¬ 
bridgeshire’s loss is County 
Durham’s gain.” 

Opposition members of 



Cambridgeshire County Council 
added their support to Mr Lloyd and 
said they hoped his appointment, to 
be confirmed this week, would draw 
a line under the debacle. 

Coun David Jenkins, leader of the 
Liberal Democrat group, said: “He 
was the right man for the job in the 
middle of last year and he is still the 
right man for the job.” 

Coun Martin Ballard, leader of the 
Labour group, said: “Mark Lloyd has 
the talent, commitment and 
enthusiasm to take on what will 
undoubtedly be a very challenging 
role.” 

When he joins the council in April, Mr 
Lloyd will have to face a tight 
budget, cuts to services and the 
need to improve adult social care. 
The council will also decide on the 
controversial issue of congestion 
charging. 

Coun Geoffrey Heathcock, Lib Dem 
spokesman on health and adult 
social care, said: “It looks to be a 


veiy good appointment from the 
point of view this chap pulled 
Durham County Council apart and 
it’s now one of the best performing 
county councils in the country, and 
my goodness does Cambridgeshire 
need to improve.” 

Mr Lloyd leaves Durham having 
spearheaded moves to abolish the 
county’s seven district councils in 
favour of a single unitaiy authority 
responsible for everything from 
rubbish collection to social services. 

He joined Durham in 2000 as 
director of economic development 
and planning as well as being 
managing director of the County 
Durham Development Company. He 
was made deputy chief executive in 
2003. 

Under his stewardship the council 
was judged to be one of the best in 
the country by the Audit 
Commission. 


Fire centres 
‘costs spiral’ 


PLANS to scrap local fire 
control rooms for regional 
call centres have spiralled to 
14 times their original cost, a 
union has claimed. 

The Fire Brigades Union (FBU) 
claims the Government’s plans to 
close 46 county control rooms in 
favour of nine super-control centres 
are three years behind schedule and 
will now cost £1.4 billion - 14 times 
the original estimate of £100 
million. 

The changes would see the 
creation of a £900,000 East of Eng¬ 
land control room in Cambridge, to 
replace the existing call centres in 
Suffolk, Norfolk, Cambridgeshire, 
Bedfordshire and Hertfordshire. 

Work is due to start at the Cam¬ 
bridge Research Park, off the A10 at 
Waterbeach, later this year and the 
centre is due to open in 2011. 

But union bosses are calling for 
the scheme to be scrapped in light of 
the increased costs. 

FBU regional secretary Adrian 
Clarke said: “This has been a typical 
Government IT project. It has not 
been properly researched, proved or 
costed and we have warned of such 
costs from the very beginning. 

“The Government claimed these 
call centres will bring savings, but it 
is obvious they will actually cost the 
taxpayer even more. The consult¬ 
ants on this scheme must be loving 
it as they are the only ones who will 
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He added: “It’s a total ludicrous 
situation that these regional centres 
will end up eating millions of 
pounds of public money when it 
should be going to improve frontline 
services. 

“Our fear is fire brigades will be 
squeezed as the Government 
struggles to cover these rising costs, 
which will mean fewer fire engines 
and firefighters.” 

FBU general secretary Matt 
Wrack added: “The entire UK fire 
service only costs £1.7 billion a year 
to run, so this is using up money on 
a scale the service has never seen 
before.” 

The first regional centres in the 
east Midlands, north-east and south¬ 
west are now set to open in October 
2009. 

But a spokesman for the Dep¬ 
artment of Communities and Local 
Government said: “The figures 
quoted are for different things. 

“The £100 million figure was an 
early estimate for the one-off costs 
of initial implementation of the fire 
control project. The £1.4 billion 
figure is the total forecast of 
providing emergency call handling 
and mobilisation control services.”

Relief at last for owners 


of contaminated homes

A CLEAN-UP operation 
for homes blighted by 
cancer-causing chemicals 
has finally been given 
funding, ending five years 
of misery for residents of 
‘worthless’ properties. 

The Department for Envir¬ 
onment, Food and Rural Affairs 
(Defra) has given East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council 
£249,900 towards the decontam¬ 
ination of 31 homes built on the 
site of a former gasworks at Old 
School Close and Ponts Hill in 
Littleport. 

That means the council, 
which had already committed 
£370,000 of its own money, can 
award the contracts for the 
project this month. 

News of the grant delighted 
residents whose gardens are 
contaminated with mercury and 
other chemicals. They have been 
unable to sell their homes or 
switch mortgage providers since 
evidence of contamination came 


to light in April 2003, causing 
financial turmoil for many. 

John Alexander, who became 
chairman of the local residents’ 
association after his daughter’s 
home was found to be severely 
affected, said: “That is the best 
news we have had in a long time 
- we have been hanging on. 

“There are quite a few people 


that were on fixed-rate 
mortgages that came to an end. 
They had to stay on with their 
existing providers and their 
mortgages went up considerably. 

“They could not sell, they 
could not do anything. Once this 
is resolved, people can start 
thinking about the future.” 

The Defra grant, which is for 


the five homes most severely 
affected, was held up after the 
government department 
delayed setting its budget. 

Mr Alexander holds the 
council responsible for giving 
planning permission for the 
homes, but does not believe it 
has been at fault since then. 

He said: “I think they have 
had to go through a statutory 
process, which is slow. 

“Personally, I do not think it 
should have been left to a 
district council. The Govern¬ 
ment should have been more 
actively involved.” 

John Hill, the council’s chief 
executive, said: “It has been a 
frustrating time for us all and 
especially the residents who 
have been affected by this 
issue. 

“We have made sure that 
throughout this process, res¬ 
idents living on the site were 
fully updated on the process, 
giving them the latest health 
and safety information as we 
have it.” 

The clean-up will involve 
excavation and disposal of 
contaminated soil from the 
gardens. 


Fury as council 
denies residents 
parking permits 

RESIDENTS claim they are “second-class 
citizens” under a city’s new parking regime. 

People living in Ely city centre are angry 
they will not be given the permits granted to 
shop workers by East Cambridgeshire 
District Council. 

The council’s new time restrictions in the 
city centre, launched in December and set to 
be fully enforced in February, are aimed at 
freeing up spaces for shoppers. 

But Alison Rohda-Jones, a Silver Street 
resident, thinks the new rules are unfair. 

She said: “Some residents will not be in the 
same situation as others who need to park in 
Ely, therefore they are second-class citizens, 
as shopkeepers will be granted permits.” 

Mrs Rohda-Jones believes the morning 
restrictions will force her to repeatedly move 
her car, creating pollution and congestion. 

She said: “I shall repeat this performance 
six days a week, when necessary as will my 
neighbours and many other Ely citizens 
living in the historic town centre.” 

Residents have mounted a petition calling 
for permits, which they will present to the 
council’s environment and transport 
committee next week. 

Coun Ian Allen, deputy leader of the Lib- 
Dem group and a member of the environ¬ 
ment and transport committee, thinks 
residents paying Council Tax are being 
forced to subsidise businesses. 

“Some businesses provide minimal on-site 
parking but piggy-back on public provision, 
and are even being allowed permits,” he said. 

“Yet residents are not to be offered the 
same advantages as businesses, even though 
as Council Tax-payers they are making at 
least some contribution towards car parks.” 

Coun John Seaman, chairman of the 
environment and transport committee, said 
the new rules can only be changed when full 
enforcement is introduced on February 11. 

Coun Seaman said: “If we find there are 
lots of spaces clear, we could consider 
parking for residents.” But he added that a 
costly residents’ scheme would require 
Cambridgeshire County Council approval. 


Mother in court over dead daughters 


A MOTHER charged with 
killing her two teenage 
daughters was again 
remanded in custody 

Rekha Kumari-Baker 
appeared at Cambridge 
Crown Court wearing a 
green fur-trimmed coat 
and multi-coloured scarf. 

Flanked by security 
officers, with the dye in 
her hair visibly growing 
out, she did not enter a 
plea. 

Her daughters Davina 
Baker, 16, and Jasmine, 


13, were found stabbed to 
death at their mother’s 
home in The Crofters, 
Stretham, on June 13. 

The 39-year-old was 
arrested and charged 
with murdering the pair. 

Her last court appear¬ 
ance was at Cambridge 
Crown Court on Wednes¬ 
day December 5, last year. 

Davina was a Cam¬ 
bridge Regional College 
student who was finish¬ 
ing her GCSEs when she 
died. Jasmine was a pupil 


at Cottenham Village. 

On July 17, a coroner 
opened and adjourned an 
inquest into their deaths. 

The cause of their 
deaths was given as mul¬ 
tiple stab wounds to the 
chest by William Morris, 
coroner for North and 
East Cambridgeshire. 

Kumari-Baker was 
ordered to appear again 
at Cambridge Crown 
Court in the week 
beginning January 28.

Consider the improvements 
car park changes may bring 


Sir, For many years there has 
been much local debate 
about the issue of access 
and car parking in the centre 
of Ely for the growing 
population of East 
Cambridgeshire. The many 
changes in the public car 
parks, both physical and 
regulatory, that are currently 
being made are all designed 
to improve access for 
shoppers and visitors alike. 
Some will have immediate 
effect whereas others will 
take many months, even 
years, to reach their potential. 
Certainly, we intend to 
monitor the situation closely 
and make modifications as 
they become apparent. What 
is clear, however, is that there 
are no perfect answers and 
no easy solutions. 

The provision of public off- 
street car parking is very 
expensive and each of the 
spaces in Ely’s car parks 
costs the Council Tax payers 
of East Cambridgeshire more 
than £250 per annum for 
rates, maintenance, 
monitoring and CCTV. That 
sum is twice the Council Tax 
levied by the district council 
on the average home. The 


purpose of this expenditure is 
to support access to and, the 
provision of, retail and 
commercial services for our 
local population. 

In the city centre and the 
older parts of Ely there are 
hundreds of homes that do 
not have any provision for car 
parking. We are even obliged, 
by government diktat, to give 
permission for city centre 
development of housing that 
specifically excludes the 
provision of car parking. 

This situation creates 
difficulties for some local 
residents. Some choose not 
to own a car, a few make 
private arrangements with 
their neighbours, the vast 
majority park in the hundreds 
of largely unregulated spaces 
on street, and others use the 
public car parks. 

For those who use public car 
parks, the rules have now 
changed. People have 
always been obliged to 
remove their car from the car 
parks for at least one hour 
each day. Now they will need 
to ensure that they have 
moved their car by 9.30am at 
Ship Lane, Newnham Street 
(long stay) and Fisherman’s 


car park, Barton Road or by 
12.30pm at Forehill. 

An annoyance for some, no 
doubt, but the changes in the 
rules are essential to 
persuade commuters not to 
use these car parks and to 
enable a commensurate 
increase in spaces for short 
and medium term parking - 
essential for the continued 
economic prosperity of the 
city. We have considered all 
the ideas that have been put 
forward and they all tend to 
increase the utility of the 
public car parks by local 
residents. This would reduce 
their community purpose and 
undermines any justification 
for them to be “free”. 

We have clearly stated that 
we would like to take-over 
the thorny problem of on¬ 
street car parking from the 
police. However, this is many 
months, maybe even years 
away. We will examine the 
pros and cons of residents 
parking zones at that time, 
although, those who currently 
have little problem parking 
will not want to buy a permit. 
Also, more residents would 
choose to use the public car 
parks and this would further 


reduce the ability of the car 
parks to support the city’s 
function as a local market 
town. It is probable that 
these conflicting demands 
could not be managed 
without the introduction of 
car park charges and I am 
sure that this would give rise 
to considerable debate. 

Coun John Seaman has said, 
on many occasions, that it is 
impossible to do the “right 
thing” without upsetting 
someone: this is a simple 
truth that I would have to 
endorse. 

I would further ask that you 
consider the broader picture 
and even a prize that may be 
to hand. If, by increasing 
access for shoppers and 
visitors we can demonstrate 
a greater footfall on the 
streets of Ely we will 
significantly improve the 
potential viability of town 
centre developments that 
could provide more retail 
units and a wider range of 
local service and choice. 

Now that is something to aim 
for.

Sir, The original 
proposal for a new 
car park beyond the 
rail station, which 
received general 
agreement before 
the council elections 
in May 2007, was 
for 180 places - it 
was predicted that 
the car park would 
pay for itself in 30 
years, based on 
charging five days a 
week. 

With the removal of 
all landscaping, 
there are now more 
than 200 spaces, 
but the resulting 
stark appearance 
(never brought to 
the planning 
committee) is not 
worthy of this 
cathedral city. 

It is already clear 
that the money 
raised for parking at 
weekends is unlikely 
to cover the cost of 
overtime payments 
for those needed to 
check whether the 


correct fees have 
been paid. 

We are told that a 
refund of bus fares 
into Ely can be 
claimed from “Oliver 
Cromwell House 
and selected 
retailers”, but the 
names of these 
selected retailers 
have not been 
publicised, and 
there are no charges 
(long may this 
continue) from the 
Park and Ride at the 
Community College. 
Enforcing time limits 
on weekend parking 
at The Grange and 
elsewhere will 
merely infuriate 
residents, and will 
not be cost- 
effective. 

As a consequence, 
many cars are now 
parked on roads 
near Back Hill and 
beyond. 

How much research 
has been done to 
find out how many 


residents have been 
affected? 

How much thought 
was given, before 
introducing these 
measures, to work 
out the 

consequences? 

If only the 
controlling 
Conservative group

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Children cower as 


drunk dad hits house

TWO children were 
left cowering in fear 
after their father 
drunkenly rammed 
his car into the family 
home during a dom¬ 
estic row. 

Timothy Grooms was 
more than double the 
drink-drive limit when he 
drove his car into his 
housing association home 
in Thirlwall Drive, Ford- 
ham, after arguing with his 
partner. 

Police found two of his 
terrified children inside 
hiding behind a sofa, 
magistrates in Ely heard. 

The court was told that 
Grooms, 42, said at the 
scene: “I don’t give a **** 
about the kids, and I don’t 
give a **** about Christ¬ 
mas.” 

Grooms caused £900 
worth of damage to the 
front door, window and 
brickwork of the house, 
which is owned by Sanc¬ 
tuary Hereward. 

He pleaded guilty to a 
charge of drink driving and 
a charge of criminal da¬ 
mage. 

Harvey Harrison, chair¬ 
man of the bench, said: 
“You seemed to use the car 
as a battering ram.” 

Magistrates adjourned 
the case so the probation 
service can compile a 
report on Grooms, who was 
given a conditional dis¬ 


charge for a previous 
offence in 2006. He was 
given an interim driving 
ban. 

Emma Dmitriev, prosecu¬ 
ting, told magistrates there 
had been an argument 
between Grooms and his 
partner on December 16. 

Mrs Dmitriev said he 
drove his car into the side 
of the house before a 
neighbour saw him 


“reverse up the driveway 
and do it again”. 

She added: “Police noted 
the defendant’s two 
children, who were in the 
property, were terrified. 
They were found cowering 
behind the sofa.” 

Grooms was found to 
have 78 microgrammes of 
alcohol in 100 millilitres of 
breath. The legal limit is 35. 

Adam Haselhurst, miti¬ 


gating, said: “As far as the 
collision is concerned, that 
is not something he can 
recall particularly clearly. 

“He describes himself as 
being in a confused state as 
to where he was, which is 
probably one of the factors 
which caused damage to 
the house. 

“It wasn’t the case that 
my client committed the 
offence ‘at’ his partner.”

THOUSANDS of passengers 
have been hit by New Year rail 
fare increases of up to 9 per cent. 

Price hikes by train operators 
One and First Capital Connect 
saw Ely commuters heading to 
London pay an extra £160 on an 
annual season ticket, which rose 
4.4 per cent from £3,640 to £3,800. 
However, the cost of a day return 
rose just 50p from £31.50 to £32 - 
only 1.6 per cent 

Cambridge to London fares 
jumped £200 for a season ticket 
which rose by 5.8 per cent from 
£3,440 to £3,640. 


Rail users between Cambridge 
and Royston were particularly 
hard hit as a weekly pass 
increased by 9.3 per cent to 
£23.50. 

Commuters heading to London 
from Huntingdon also saw hefty 
rises, with a season ticket increa¬ 
sing from £3,760 to £3,920, up by 
4.3 per cent. A day return rose 
from £31 to £32.50, up by 4.8 per 
cent. 

The inflation-busting increas¬ 
es have been condemned by pas¬ 
sengers who often struggle to 
find a seat on peak-time services. 


Shaun Noble, 55, of Bateman 
Street, Cambridge, who catches 
the 7.15am Kings Cross train 
each morning, said: “When the 
train reaches Royston it is 
already full and people have to 
stand - that is unacceptable 
when they are paying jacked-up 
prices that rise above the rate of 
inflation each year. 

“The Government needs to get 
serious about the public 
transport and reduce prices to 
get people out of their cars. We 
need to look to our European 
neighbours who enjoy a far more 


reliable service and do not pay as 
much for their tickets.” 

But rail bosses insist the price 
rises are justified. 

George Muir, director general 
of Association of Train Oper¬ 
ating Companies, said: “The 
revenue from fares helps pay for 
investment that directly benefits 
passengers. 

“Billions of pounds are now 
being spent to improve the 
railway and the results are 
showing.”

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Man’s moment of 
‘absolute stupidity’ 

A BUSINESSMAN has admitted a 
“moment of absolute stupidity” after he 
was caught driving at 96mph in a 60mph 
zone. 

Andy Bonar was clocked by a speed 
camera at Oldhurst as he drove his Volvo 
on the A141 between Huntingdon and 
Warboys, on September 13. 

The 35-year-old pleaded guilty to 
speeding when he appeared at Ely Magis¬ 
trates Court on Tuesday and threw 
himself on the mercy of the court. 

Bonar, of Main Street, Littleport, 
begged magistrates not to hand out a 
lengthy driving ban because it would 
harm his removals business. 

He said: “I would like to apologise for a 
moment of absolute stupidity. I drive 
more than 1,500 miles a month and need 
to get out and detail work that keeps six 
other people. Four other families are 
reliant on me.” 

Instead chief magistrate Bryant 
Watson fined Bonar £680 and added six 
points to his licence, which was prev¬ 
iously clean. He also ordered him to pay a 
£15 victim surcharge and £35 in costs. 

He said: “It is extreme to be 36mph over 
the limit in a 60mph zone. All I can say to 
you is be careful in future.”

I NISSAN GT-R ... high-tech super car capable of keeping up with Ferraris. 


IT’S scary to think that 
we are already in 2008 
but, if you think that 
your life is racing past, 
just take a look at the 
car world, writes Chris 
Lilly. The automotive 
industry moves at such 
a pace that nobody can 
stand still at all. 

Take the Ford Focus, for 
example. It wasn’t long ago 
since the second-generation 
Focus came on the scene - 
only two years in fact - but 
the Blue Oval has 
redesigned enough of the 
car to warrant a “new” title, 
due to be launched this 
month. This news has been 
joined by the announcement 
that Ford are set to release a 
RS model. The badge was 
last seen on the first 
generation Focus and it 
proved to be one of the 
quickest cars in its class so 
expect more of the same. 

One of Ford’s biggest 


sellers may be launched this 
year, but another relaunch 
will probably steal the 
Focus’ thunder. Granted, it 
has been 40-odd years since 
we have seen the numbers 
“500” on a Fiat but the new 
model will be officially 
launched this month. The 
eagerly-awaited 500 is 
expected to be a big seller 
and will challenge Mini in 
the desirability stakes. 

Other models expected to 
shift in large numbers are 
the new Mazda6, the Jaguar 
XF (pictured in the text on 
the right), Honda’s Accord 
and the Fords Fiesta and Ka. 
The Mazda is expected to sit 
in a middle ground between 
the standard repmobiles and 
small executive cars, which 
could be highly profitable. 
With all the good points of 
the excellent first model 
being enhanced and added 
to, the 6 could well take a 
decent market share and hit 
the mainstream making it 
an important model for the

Japanese company When it 
comes to key models 
though, few are more 
significant than the XF for 
Jaguar. Replacing the S- 
Type, which became ever 
better during its lifespan, is 
no easy task but the initial 
signs are very promising. 
The Honda Accord will be a 
direct rival to the Mazda6 
and should provide some 
stiff competition, while the 
Fiesta and Ka are likely to 
shoot to the top of their 
respective classes. 

There are a host of 
extremely rapid cars set for 
2008. Aston Martin will have 
a busy year as the DBS, 
Vantage N400 and DB9 LM 
are all launched this year. 
Connaught, a small Welsh 
manufacturer, will release 
its Type-D GT Syracuse. A 
long and complicated name, 
I know, but worth noting as 
a hybrid version is planned, 
thereby creating some fun 
green motoring. The 
Bentley Brooklands is set to 
be highly unavailable this 
year. Limited to a run 550 
cars, the Brooklands will 
become the last word in 
exclusive, high-speed 
comfort and will be an 
instant classic on launch. 

For those with more 
slightly realistic bank 
balances and a need for 
speed the Audi RS6, Nissan 
GT-R and BMW M3 saloon 
all offer practical motoring 
with the potential for 
astonishing pace. On the 
road, these cars will match 
anything the traditional 
supercar manufacturers 
have to offer. 

Returning to the real 
world for now, small cars 
will have an important part 
to play in ’08. The 
aforementioned 500, the 
Vauxhall Agila/Suzuki 
Splash (same car, different 
badges), Hyundai ilO, VW 
Polo GTi and Renault 
Modus and Grand Modus 
will all make an entrance in 
the next 12 months. 

Moving up a size, the 
class above is turning 
green. VW’s Golf gets the 
Bluemotion treatment 
which improves 

aerodynamics, loses weight 
and installs a highly frugal

engine. Renault is releasing 
the Megane E85 which is 
capable of running on bio¬ 
ethanol, and Volvo’s C30 
will be getting a similar 
package to VW’s 
BlueMotion, thereby 
improving its green 
credentials. 

4x4s are set for another 
bumper year, with some big 
players entering the market. 
Ford and Volkswagen will 
launch the Kuga and Tiguan 
respectively. A new Jeep 
Cherokee will become 
available, Audi is producing 
a hybrid vesrion of its Q7 
and BMW will bring out the 
first ever “cross-coupe” - a 
coupe on stilts basically. 

Four wheel drive 
specialists, Subaru, will 
start using its boxer diesel 
engine this spring. Unveiled 
early in 2007, Subaru’s first 
oil burner will give its 
model line-up an important 
string to its bow, first seeing 
service in the Legacy and 
Outback and then becoming 
available in a new Forester 
in the autumn. 

Meanwhile, exciting news 
for badge fans! Lancia is set 
to be relaunched in the UK 
this year. The Fiat-owned 
marque should end its 
hiatus about halfway 
through the year when the 
legendary Delta name will 
be revived on these shores. 
Don’t expect it to be the 
rally-bred performance car 
it was in the 1980s and ’90s. 
Lancia is now positioned 
between Fiat and Alfa 
Romeo in terms of luxury, 
so it will ride comfortably 
rather than sportily. This is 
Lancia though, so it 
shouldn’t disappoint when 
hustled along! 

Another 80s name making 
a comeback in 2008 is the 
Scirocco. VW is intending to 
launch the coupe towards 
the end of the year, a little 
later than the Delta. Fans of 
the coupe in either sporting 
or luxurious guises will be 
rubbing their hands with 
glee. 

As I stated in my review 
of 2007, the coming year has 
a lot to live up to. There are 
some stunning designs 
being scribbled around the 
world and new technologies 
are being embraced 
and developed all 
the time which 
bodes very well. The 
question is: will 2008 
see a big step 
forward in terms of 
green motoring? We 
are yet to see and, 
for all our sakes, I 
hope it will. With 
the signals coming 
out of the car 
industry, we should 
be optimistic. 

Let’s look forward 
to a cracking year!
